KILLED ON HORSELESS VEHICLE 


SKULL FRACTURED IN PASSING 
UNDER TRSTLE. 


Greenlee Was Riding on Top of Eads 
Bridge Automobile With Two 
Friends on Their Way to 
the Theater. 


The coroner’s jury on the death of Harry 
M. Greenlee, who was killed by an Inter- 
state Transit Co. automubile on Eads 
»ridge Sunday afternoon, visited the scene 
of the accident Monday morning. 

They measured the height of the auto- 
mobile.on the top of which Greenlee was 
riding anc the height of the bridge ap- 
proach at che point where the automobile 
passed unuer {t with fatal results to Green- 


lee. 

The bridge approach, which is like a 
trestle, was found to be 11 feet above the 
roadway where the eutomonile passed un- 


der. 
The height of the automobile to the rail- 
ing on the seat on top was 9 feet 3 inches. 
This lea.es a space of 1 foot and 9 inches 
etween .%e top of the automobile and the 


ridze above. 

Greenlee and three other men were. on 
the seat on top of the automobile and the 
scroner’s jury estimated that Greenlee's 
head was 14 feet above the roadway. This 
would be three feet higher than the bridge 
apporoach. 

Greenleo was struck on the head by the 
ironwork of the bfidge and his skull frac- 
tured. The automobile returned to the 
station at the east end of the bridge im- 
mediately, and Greenlee died soon after Dr. 
ik. H. L ttle arriv ed. 

Henry Hessey of East St. Louis was one 
of the men on top of the automobile with 
Greenlee. He testified at the inquest % ee 
day morning that his chest was strained by 
being bent back over the rear of the seat.

CALLED TO THE DRIVER. 

The accident happened about a third of 
the way up the east approach to the bridge. 
The automobile had gone up this far from 
he station on the north side of the rail- 
‘oad trestle to an opening for teams to pass 
inder the trestle to the south side. 

In passing through this opening Green- 


ee was killed. 

Henry Hessey, the first witness called 
aid he was told to get on top of the auto- 
10bile by the starter, as the seats inside 
vere taken. Three other men, one of them 
wreeniee, got up thre with him, h_ said. 
He did not know the other two. 

As the vehicle approached the opening

Fire Passed by 
the House of Bresci. 

The former boarding house of Bresci, the 
man who assassinated King Humbert, was 
not touched by the flames, and all an- 
archists are making much of the fact 

There was the usual Saturday night gath- 
ering in Bartholdi Hall of the Paterson 
anarchists. When the flames finally leaped 
over the Erie railroad tracks and began 
to scatter their work of devastation the 
smoke from burning houses and fire en- 
gines poured in a dense cloud in Barthoidi 
Hall and the revellers disbanded hasii’ y. 

Bartholdi Hall was the boarding house 
of Bresci, and he was a close personal 
friend of Botta, who conducts the hotel 
and barroom business at this anarchist 
rendezvous. The establishment was un- 
touched by the fire, although the houses 
near it on Straight and Market streets 
were all burned to the ground. 

However, the anarchists lost their ex- 
ecutive office records, newspaper plant and 


all other organization ypossessions. Their 
leaders declare today, however, that svon 
they will get ample funds from the large 
cities and will put forth their propagandi 
with even stronger force. 


30 Hours Hard Work 
by the Firemen. 


The fire made no headway during the 
night. Fanned by strong winds it burned 
up fitfully in places during the early hours 


of the morning, but wherever it showed 
threatening strength the firemen turned 
streams on it and beat it down. The fffe- 
men were completely exhausted after more 
than 30 hours continuous work, but re- 
mained at their posts. There was com- 
paratively little suffering un the part of 
those rendered homeless by the fire and the 
armory, churches and public. sheiters 
opened their doors to but few applicants 
during the night. 

Practically every home that escaped the 
flames was thrown open in a spirit of broad 
charity, and nearly every refuge found 
shelter at the house of some friend. The 
declaration of Mayor Hinchcliffe that the 
city ean care for its own Is not concurred 
in by everybody, and there may be an ap- 
peal later for outside he!

banks and trust companies announced 
that their safes and yaults had _ proved 
strong -@reugh to preserve the securities, 
moneys and records locked in them at the 
close of business on Saturday.

Ten men and one woman perished in the 
fire at the Empire apartment house, .2700 
and 2/02 Olive street, early Sunday morn- 
ing. : as. 

With but one exception, the Southern 
Hotel fire of 1876, where 12 lives were lost, 
the loss of.life was the greatest ever caused 
by a single conflagration in St. Louis. 

As told in the late editions of Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch,-the loss of lives was evi- 
dent immediately after the belated arrivai 
of firemen on the premises. Not until the 
fire had been extinguished and the house 
thoroughly cxplored was the extent of the 
fatalities learned, 

Of the 11 victims, two were killed by 
jumping from windows. More might have 
escaped had the place been provided with 
fire escapes. ”

lodgers, were In the house when the fre 
was discovered.

The icy streets made it impossible for the 
fire engines to be brought promptly. When 
the engines arrived, trouble was had in 
connecting the hose with the fire plugs.

Upon 
his chest, abdomen, back and 219 
square inches of new skin been 
grafted, while over 100 square inches more 
have been used in a vain attempt to im- 
plant them upon his small body. 

His father, the Rev. William K. 
pastor of the Ninth Presbyterian 
at Ashianl av: and Hastings street, 
and his four brothers have suffered their 
arms and lees to be stripped of long rit- 

ns of skin to form the new covering for 
the little fellow’s body and now they have 
the satisfaction of being told by the phv- 
Sician, Dr. A. EK. .Dennison, that their sac- 
rifice has borne fruit and that the new coat 
of skin which they have furnished the child 
will enable him to five. 

In the meantime the 
anxiety and his sacrifice in 
tinned without a murmur on 
and pulpit cuties. 

One dav inthe latter part of last Septem- 
ber Marion was playing with his little sis- 
ter in the back vare of their home at 484 
Marshfield avenue. His supply of cookies 
ran out and he went into the pantry to get 
more. He didn't tind the cooky jar, but he 
found a box of matches instead, and he 
hurried back into the yard and began to 
Scratch them to see them burn. 

When screams brought his mother into 
the yard a few minutes later the little fel- 
low had been burned terribly. His entire 
body from his legs to his neck was one 
mass of blisters. His face and arms were 
also scorched. But the flesh did not peel off.

The skin on most _of his body was com- 
pletely destroyed and the physicians who 
were summoned in haste told the sorrow- 
ing parents that there was no chance for 
the little one to survive his injuries. But 
the minister begged so hard for the life’ 
of his little boy that finally Dr. Dennison 
agreed to attempt the seemingly impossible 
fask of building a new skin around the 
child's body. 

“When Dr. Dennison began his work my 
boy's hody was one mass of festering 
flesh.’’ said Rev. Dr. Weaver today. ‘He 
began by cutting strips of skin from the 
arms and legs of my other sons and my- 
self. The strips from the children were 
about an inch wide and four inches long, 
while the strips from me were a couple of 
thes wide and eight inches in length. 

He could put on only about 40 square 
hes of «kin at a time, as little Marion 

Was so weakened yethe shock and injuries 
sustained in his accident that he did not 
have the vitality to infuse his blood into 
more,than that amount of new skin at one 
time; The sufferings of the poor Ifttle fel- 

were awful. He could be given no 
opiates, and he was fly conscious while 
‘each eperation was performed. These op- 
erations came about every two weeks. 

Sometimes the skin would not graft prop- 
etly and it Would have to be peeled off and 
new pieces put in the place of the skin that 
had begun to mortify.”’ 

‘Once a nurse blundered and handed Dr. 
Dennison a razor taken from a bottle of 
carbolic acid. The strong acid not only 
burned the flesh of the brother whose skin 
War being. cut off but it added additional 
.torture to the little sufferer on the bed 
and rendered useless all the seven pieces of 
skin which had been grafted on previously 
that day. | 
Many Difficulties 

Were Encountered. 

“The greatest trouble was found in mak- 
ing the new skin grow upon the diaphragm. 
As the little body rose and fell with the 
simple act of breathing, the constant mov- 
ing would dislocate the newly grafted skin 
and prevent it from healing to the adjoin- 
ing layers. -Dr. Dennison tried laying on 
the strips of skin crossways, and ther on 
straightwise up and down, but with no suc- 
CeRS 


Finally he solved the difficulty by patch- 
ing the skin on in little pieces scarcely an 
inch square. But at one point over the 
diaphragm the skin is not yet thoroughly 
healed, and one more operation will be 
made in a few days to finish the grafting.

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—It is the hope of Carl 
Browne, former chief aid to “Gen, Coxey,”’ 
later socialist lecturer, and now, accord- 
ing to himself, inspired artist, that the 
legislature of Ohio will appropriate several 
hundred thousand dollars to pay for his 
masterplece, called by him ‘“‘The Apotheosis 
to the Late President McKinley.” 

Browne, who avers he is the reincarna- 
tion of Guido Renl, the great Italian paint- 


_ er of the sixteenth century, is now endeav- 


oring to have the art institute place his 
picture on exhibition. 
It is his honest belief that the painting 


portrays the assassination of McKinley. 
Secretary Carpenter and the directors of 
the art institute do not care to be inter- 
viewed on the subject. 

From Newton, Io., the home of his rela- 
tives, Browne has brought a number of in- 
dorsements of the painting. From one who 
in particular seems to know something 
about art he has this recommendation: 

“The painting by C. Browne showing the 
assassination of President McKinley is cer- 
tainly a wonderful picture. It must be 
seen to be appreciated.’’ 

In a glass case Browne has this and 
other indorsements from leading citizens of 
Newton. The picture and indorsements 
have been seen by a favored few in Mr. 
Browne's room at the Auditorium Annex. 

The painter's intention is to exhibit his 
work in Chicago for a few weeks, charging 
an admission, the proceeds to be saat in 
paying his expenses at Columbus while 
the legislators are making up their minds 
to appropriate emough money to buy it.

Later 
when I studied Reni'’s life a bit I found 
J] had many of his characteristics. 

“The inspiration to paint McKinley’s as- 
sassination came to me when I heard that 
‘Mark Hanna had said, in speaking of Mc- 
Kinley's cry, just after the shooting, ‘Don’t 
let:ther hurt him!’ ‘I know of nothing in 
all history that can compare with the aplen- 
did climax of a noble life.’ I could not rest 
until I had painted the picture. It took 
me three months.”’ 

Mr. Browne did not visit the scene of 
the tragedy, but painted the scene from 
photographs in magazines and newspapers 
and from written accounts. The artist has 
added over the portrait of McKinley a 
entent halo, showing the form of 
Christ, while the assassin's figure is backed 
by the shadow of Mephistopheles.

GIRL EVIDENTLY STRANGLED 


FOUND IN A ROOM OF AN UNOC- 
CUPIED HOUSE. 


The Body Was Nude and Its Condition 
Showed It Had Lain in That Posi- 
tion Several Days Before the 
Discovery Was Made. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—The mystery 
surrounding the murder of 15-year-old Nora 
Fuller, whose nude body was found on a 
bed in an unoccupied house on Sutter 
street, remains unsolved. The result of the 
autopsy has made it practically certain 
that the girl was chloroformed and then 
strangled. 

Although she disappeared four weeks ago, 
when she met a man calling himself John 
Bennett, in answer to an advertisement 
for a girl to’care for a child, the autopsy 
surgeon is positive that she was killed 
within the last 10 days. 

Evidence that she was strangled is found 


in the fact that there were abrasions on 
her. neck and that a cord, small but strong, 
and measuring seven feet in length, with 
a bowknot at one end, was found in the 
toilet. On the strands were bloodstains. 

Two handkerchiefs covered with blood 
were also found. A clumsy attempt had 
been made to burn the handkerchiefs, sut 
they were only partially destroyed. There 
was nothing to indicate that the girl and 
Bennett, who, under the name of C. B. 
Hawkins, is believed to have rented the 
house, lived there. Neither water nor gas 
had been turned on and the neighbors 
heard no sounds from the place. 

Among the few things found in the place 
was a large scrap of paper torn from the 
Denver Post of Jan. 9. The man known as 
Bennett or Hawkins secured the key to 
the key to the house on the day before 
the paper left the press in Denver and he 
alone had access to the place and it was 
he alone who could have carried the scrap 
of gee there. : 

A dispatch from Muncie, Ind., says that 

three months ago there disappeared from 
that place a barkeeper, who is alleged to 
have taken away $3600 belonging to Mrs. 
Sarah Williams. | 
The police of the country, .it is stated, 
have been requested to arrest him. His de- 
scription answers that of C. B. Hawkins 
or John Bennett, who rented the Sutta 
street residence. The police, however, are 
without a positive clew to the supposed 
murderer’s identity. 
An alibi has been established for M. A. 
Serebrenk, whose card was found in the 
purse of the dead girl. It was ascertained 
that he sailed for China on the evening of 
the lith of January, several hours before 
the girl's disappearance.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL WILL RETIRE 
ITS OLD MEN. 


BOARD CONSIDERING ELIGIBLES 


Twenty, as a Beginning, Will Be Pro- 
vided for During the Com- 
ing Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—A number of the 
veteran employes of the Illinois Central 
System are soon to be retired under the 
plan that went into effect on that roaa 
about a year ago. The pension board is 
now in session in Chicago and when its 
work shall have been finished those who are 
to be retired will be notified. 

During the coming year about twenty em- 
ployes will.be shelved. The total number 
to be retired since the plan was established 
will be 100. Eight or ten of these veterans 
are past 8) years of age. F 

Among those who are to be pensioned is 
Cc. W. Place, who has been master mechan- 
ic of the lowa division. Mr. Place is neariy 
8) years old. Another who will come under 
the rules is 88 years of age. 

The rules of the Lllinois Central allowed 
retirement when an 
the 70-year mark and shall have been in 
continuous service for ten years. In this 
the Central’s plan is more liberal than that 
of any other system. The Pennsylvania 
requires a 20 years’ service, as does the 
Northwestern. 

There are 32,000 employes of the Illinols 
Central system. The small number of re- 
tirements is largely due to the fact that be- 
fore the pension plan was established many 
of the veteran employes had severed their 
connection with the company. During the 
next two or three years, however, the retire- 
ments will increase. 

Contrasted with the Central’s system there 
have been 1100 retirements on the Pennsyl- 
vania since the rules became effective on 
that system. On the Pennsylvariia, how- 
ever, there are 80,000 employes and the ser- 
vice limit is twice as long as the Central. 

On the Northwestern therehave been few- 
er retirements than on the Central. The 
original @equirement on the latter road for 
service was 2 years. This was recently 
changed to 20 years and added about 20 to 
the pension list. — 

The fact that many of the employes of the 
Illin6dis Central who are to be pensioned 
hive reached 80 years of age before fe- 
tirement is due to the fact that before the 
‘pension system was adopted the company 
allowed its men to work as long as they 
were capable. 

With no provision for the future these men 
have continued in active service, many hav- 
ing been assigned to light work and others 
who were still active being allowed to con- 
tinue at their posts. : 

It is believed that within a few years the 
Illinois Central wit have the largest num- 
ber. of pensioners of any of the roads that 
have adopted the plan. This for the r@tason, 
it is believed ,that the ten-year limit will 
place more men on the list than where 2v 
years is required.

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LAW COMPELS THE 
USE OF FIRE ESCAPES. 

The law concerning the use of fire 
escapes which was enacted by the last 
general assembly of the State of Mis- 
souri is in part as follows: 

‘Section 1. It shall be the duty of 
the owner, proprietor, lessee or keep- 
er of every hotel, boarding and lodg- 
ing house, schoolhouse, opera house, 
theater, music hall, factory, office 
building, in the State’ of Missouri, 
and every building therein where 
people congregate or which is used as 
a business place or for public or pri- 
vate assemblage which has a height 
of three or more stories, to provide 
such structure with fire escapes at- 
tached to the exterior of the building 
and by staircases located in the in- 
terior of the building. * * * 

“All buildings heretofore erected 
shall be made to conform to the pro- 
visions of this act. 

“Section 5. The owner, proprietor. 
lesseo or manager of a _ building 
which, under the terms of this At. 
is required to have one or more fire 
escapes, who shall neglect or refuse 
for a period of 60 days after this law 
takes effect, to comply with its pro- 
visions shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and on conviction shall 
be fined not less than $50 nor more 
than $200, or by imprisonment in the 
city jail not more than three months, 
of by both fine and imprisonment, 
and each day shall be deemed a sep- 
arate offense. 

“Section 6. All acts and parts of 
acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. It is made the duty of all 
prosecuting attorneys in this state to 
institute and prosecute infractions 
of this law. Whenever it shall come 
to the knowledge of the chief of the 
fire department or commissioner of 
public buildings in any city, or the 
sheriff in any county, that any viola- 
tion of this act has occurred, it shal] 
be his duty to report the fact to the 
prosecuting attorney.” Approved 
March 27, 1901.

He tried to 
enter the building, but his way was blocked 
by the fire which was raging in the hall- 
way. 

While standing in his window dressing 
Cornish had witnessed the fatal leap of 
Lueders. He had seen one of two transit 
company conductors throw into the yard a 
shower of money. He saw the escape of 
the four men who formed the human lad- 
der, and of others who escaped by the use 
of bedclothes. 

UNABLE TO OPEN ALARM BOX. 


Then the boys returned from Pine street, 
saying that they had not been able to open 
the fire alarm box. While they were mak- 
ing their attempt, an alarm had been turned 
in elsewhere.

INQUIRY TO BE THOROUGH. 

Deputy Coroner Fitzsimmons said to the 
Post-Dispatch: ‘“The inquiry into the cause 
of the fire and the death of the victims 
of the Empire Hotel will be very thor- 
ough. 

A close examination of the premises will 
be made to ascertain whether the laws reg- 
ulating the necessity of fire escapes have 
been violated. This office is in possession 
of the valuables taken from the building, 
all marked with the number of the room 
in which they were found. If this means 
of identification is not satisfactory I shall 
turn the things over to the public admin- 
istrator and he can settle the question of 
ownership. The valuables consist of $350 
in cash, $3000 in diamonds and six gold 
watches. 


HELPED FORM HUMAN LADDER 


Joseph Hart Tells the Post-Dispatch 
How He Aided Fellow-Lodgers 
to Escape. 


Joseph Hart, a glass cutter, who occupied 
room 4 with John McMahon, called at the 
Post-Dispatch office Monday morning and 
gave the following version of the fire: 

‘I was aroused by the cries of McMahon, 
who was running about the room shouting, 
‘Get up quick! for God's sake get up!’ I 
quickiy sprang out of bed and taking in 
the situation commenced to gather up a 
few things that I thought of saving. While 
I’ was thus engaged 1 heard an agonizing 
scream from the room above ours. Mc- 
Mahon dashed to the window and threw a 
trunk through it and followed it to the 
ground. I looked out and saw Cowen lean- 
ing out of the window on the second floor, 
piteously crying for help. Clark, his room- 
mate, was restraining. hfm from jumping. 

‘I called to Cowen and told him not to 
jump. As he was leaning out of the win- 
dow a man leaped from the third story 
and his body struck Cowen on the head 
in its flight to death. The body struck 
the ground with a sickening thud and lay 
whtre it fell. 

“The sight almost unnerved me, but my 
friend's frantic cries recalled my senses 
and I mounted the window sill with hands 
stretched upward. Clark took a strong 
hold on Cowen’s arms and gently let him 
down so that I could brasp his feet. He 
was limp and hung a dead weight in my 
arms. Il dropped him safely to McMahon, 
who was waiting on the ground to receive

“Clark disappeared for a moment, and 
to me the seconds seemed ages as I clung 
like a fly to the trembling wall that was 
momentarily growing hotter and seemed 
about to fall. 

‘‘He reappeared and came sliding down a 
sheet that he had fastened to a steam 
radiator. I could just barely reach his feet 
and grew dizzy with the thought that per- 
haps I would let him fall to meet the fate 
that came to the man q@ho had a mo- 
ment before jumped out of the story above. 
The roaring of the flames and the shouting 
combined with the suffocating smoke and 
the flames that were wrapping themselves 
about my feet as I stood waiting to catch 
my friend seemed to sing a diabolical song 
into my ears. At last Clark was safe to 
the ground and I jumped down beside him 
with a feeling that Providence had been 
kind te us.” 


LEAPED FROM THIRD STORY 


Walter Johnson Saved His Life by 
Daring Jump, but His Room- 
mate Perished. 


Walter Johnson, a shoe cutter in the em- 
ploy of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., was 
awakened by the cries of his roommate, 
B. F. Woodly, who opened the door of 
their room only to be forced back by the 
flames and smoke. 

Seeing that escape by the hallway was 
impossible, Johnson sprang to the window 
and leaped out, striking the ground on 
his feet, breaking both legs above the 
ankles. He was hurried to the City Hos- 
pital and was removed Sunday afternoon 
to the Missouri Baptist Sanitarium, where 
he was seen Monday morning by the Post- 
Dispatch. 

“IT was partly aroused by the smell of 
smoke,’ he said, “but was not prepared 
for the horrible sight that met my gaze

A Short Sermon on the Dishonest Prac- 
tice of “Substitution” by 
Storekeepers. 

Outside the drag store—the store of J. 
Milhau's Son, at 183 Broadway—you may 
read the announcement at the head of this 
column, ‘‘We give you just what you ask 

for.”’ ; 

We are glad to seize upon this occasion 
to pay a tribute to this motto, and, inci- 
dentally, to point out a dishonest and very 
common practice among merchants—that of 
substituting one article for another. 

One business man devotes all his encrgy, 
his money and his time to building up a 
reputation of a certain ariicle. He enables 
the retailer to make a large profit and he 
spends his money that customers may be 
plentiful. 

When a customer asks for the article in 


question it is dishonest to say to him, as 
many do: 

“Don't buy that. We have something 
else just as good and ‘much cheaper.’ ”’ 

If the merchant has something good and 
cheap of his own, let him sell it to his 
customers by all means. But let him not 
steal the trade of a man whose energy 
helps to build up his business. Let him not 
divert. to his own pocket all of the profit 
which~ he ought to in honesty share wi.h 
another. 

There are wares that are made enormous- 
ly profitable to the retailer simply b-cause 
men push their business with intelligence 
and perseverance. It is ungrateful as we! 
as dishonest for the sake of a little exira 
profit to cut into the legitinmvate business of 
the advertising manufacturer. 

Incidentally the public, as well as the 
storekeeper and the manufacturer, are in- 
terested in this question of substjtuting one 
article fur another. 

That which is represented as “just as 
good” is usually not just as good, but very 
far from it 

If a man has spent a million dol ars 
building up the reputation of a certain ar- 
ticle, it is to his advantage to keep up 
the quality of the material which enters 
“into the manufacture of that article. Hs 
—— is large if he is honestly treated, and 
t would be suicide for him to use inferior 
little 


material for the sake of a extra 
money. 

The man who makes up an imitation ar- 
ticle and announces it as “just as good’ 
has no such sum at stake. He has invested 
nothing. He has no valuable name to ruin, 
and it is to his interest to make the ‘‘just 
as good “article just as cheap as he can 
make it. 

The buyer should remember these facts 
and put his confidence in that retailer who, 
like the man quoted at the head of this 
article, gives to the customer just what he 
asks for, treats the wholesaler hones.:ly, 
and shows gratitude for the energy wh.ch 
builds up a successful busine#e and makes 
the retailer prosperous—New rk Journal.

LATIN VS. TEUTON IN SWITZER- 


LAND. 


In Switzerland a singular change in the 
relative proportions of the German, French 
and Italian elements of which the popula- 
tion is composed is taking place. Contrary 
to all expectations, the derankn element 
would seem to bé dwindifng and the French 
and Italian advancing. Ten years ago Ger- 
man was the mother language of 714 out of 
every 1000 Swiss; at the present time only 
(97 out of every 1000 speak German. French 
ten years ago was spoken by 218 in every 
1000; now by 235. The Germans are deeply 
concerned at the publication of these sta- 
tistics by the Swiss federal government, 
and a committee of influential German- 
Swiss has been formed to consider what 
the causes of the German decline are and 
what steps are necessary to prevent any 
further increase of the tin elements in 
the confederation.

NEW YORK, Feb. &.--Strange beyond fic- 
tion, pitiable beyond tears, is the latest 
chapter in the life of beautiful Vencedora 
Chartrand of Hoboken. 

She slew her husband, and the thought of 
it drove her to madness. 

From the Hudson County jail she was 
taken yesterday to the Morris Plains In- 
sane Asylum a maniac. 

In the prison KMdward Conger, 
from pitying had come to love her. 

When she was taken away Conger got re- 
lieved from duty, went to his home, No. 
49 St. Paul’s avenue, drove his young wife 
irom the house and killed himself with gas, 


CHAPTER I. 

The husband of Vencedora Chartrand was 
John Chartrand, manager of a curling rink 
at Twelfth and Grand streets, Hoboken, 

Chartrand lived in rooms above the rink. 
His wife, with her two children, lived with 
her mother, Mrs. Harroun, at No, 1004 
Washington street. 

Mrs. Chartrand visited her hirsband on 
the morning of Oct. 30, 1901. Soon after 
this visit Chartrand’s body was found on 
the floor of the rink. There was a bullet 
wound in the back of the head. 

The wife was arrested. She said that 
she had her arms around her husbund and 
was kissing him. In her hand she held a 
revolver which he had asked her to keep. 

The revolver was accidentally discharged. 
While she was in search of a doctor the 
body was found.

LESSON II. 
Breathing, Bathing and Perspiring. 
Today I am going to teach you How to 
breathe. Don't skip this lesson, with the 
idea that you already know how toa 


breathe, because you don’t. If you did 
you would be strong already and you 


wouldn’t need these lessons. 

For breathing has a whole lot to do with 
getting strong. You may not believe that 
now, but learn this lesson carefully and you 


will see I’m telling you the truth. 

By the way, I’m writing the# lessons 
every other day, instead of every day, in 
order that yau may study up each da’s 
lesson and familiarize yourse]f with it 
while you're waiting for the next. It isn't 
well to swallow lessons too fast, any more 
than it is good to bolt your food too fast. 

When you breathe don’t throw out the 
chest and draw in the stomach. By doing 
that you don’t give the lungs full play, 
since you hamper them by driving the stom- 
ach and upper intestines into the chest 
cavity thus cramping the lungs free ac- 
tion. 

Man breathes naturally from the walst, 
not from the chest. The waist line nat- 
urally expands when he breathes. It is in

defiance to nature that he draws in the 
stomach when drawing a long breath. 

When drawing in the breath (inhalation) 
ee waist line expand as freely as it 
will. 

Breathe always through the nostrils; 
NEVER through the ‘mouth. This last 
rule is all-important. The mouth was made 
for eating, not inhalation and exhalation. 

Breathe slowly, regularly, naturally, 
Don't let the excitement of exercise make 
you take short or unequal breaths. They 
are bad for the lungs end for the whole 
system, 

Now for breathing in exercise. When 
you go through the exercises I am going 
to teach you do as follows: 

Draw a long breath, allowing the abdo- 
men to inflate. Then, by a tightening mo- 
tion, render the muscles of the abdomen 
rigid. Any one can do this. 

Now, with breath held, go through your 
exercises for four seconds. 

Then stop, empty your lungs of air slow- 
ly and slowly fill them again. Then go 
ee the exercises for another four sec- 
onds. 


Exercise Till 
You Perspire. 


Never hold the 
seconds at a time. 


breath longer than four 


Exercise till you perspire, but never al- 
low perspiration to dry on you. 

Don’t get into a perspiration and then 
sit down to cool off, and later work up 
another perspiration. 


Keep right on with your work, or, if 
you must stop to -rest between times, 
wrap up s0 warnily that the flew of per- 
spiration will not be checked. 

Every man who would be healthy ovght 
to force himself to perspire at least once 
a day. It cleanses the skin and the en- 
tire outer and inner body. 


Each man has two bodies—the outcr and 
the inner man. The outer is composed of 
muscles, flesh, bones and skin. The inner 
of heart, lungs, stomach and other organs. 
Never exercise one at the expense of the 
other. The man who is a mass of muscle 
and yet has a weak heart is a weak man 
in spite of his apparent strength. In ex- 
ercising the muscles remember to keep the 
lungs and digestion in good working order, 
and not to strain or injure the heart. 

When through exercising (before perspir- 
ation can dry on you) take a cool shower 
bath if you have one handy. If not, take 
a cold sponge bath. 

Don’t get cold water all over you, and 
then rub down any one part of the body 
until it glows, meanwhile letting the rest 
of the body shiver and get clammy.

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—It {s said that almost 
everything can be cornered with the ex- 
ception of air. But now even this is made 
possible. A Chicago man has invented a 
wind machine with whieh he can compress 
enofigh Chicago wind to run every industry 
in the United States. 

The patent was issued by Prof. Peter F. 
Thede of Chicago Jan. 7, 1902, and provides 
for an apparatus which converts, transmits 
and utilizes the power of the wind by 
means of successive compressions of alr 
to attain the same in a high state of com- 
pression for utilization for any desired pur- 
pose. 

Three separate wind motors are located 

at intervals apart. Each motor is separ- 
ated from the next adjacent one by a dls- 
tance of approximateiy 200 feet. A greater 
or less number may be employed. Each of 
these motors is connected with and 
operates with an air compressor of any 
Suitable construction. They have a cut oft 
valve interposed between them. 
The air is not allowed to enter the ad- 
jJacent air compressor until the preceding 
one has been cut off, thus giving the aira 
chance to cool and dry in each section of 
pipe leading to the compressor, until it 
teaches the receiver, which may be a tank 
or any other airtight receptacie that will 
Stand the pressure. 

Warm atmosphere being harder to com- 
press than cold atmosphere, the pipes and 
compressors are under roof, which prevents 
them from being heated by the sun. 

There is no end to compression of air, as 
at a certain stage the air becomes liquid. 
It is, therefore, the inventor's intention vir- 
tually to produce with his machinery inex- 
haustible hquid air, which revolutionizes 
every possible power. 

It is not the inventor’s intention to obtain 
the power direct from the receiver, but to 
tap the liquid air from the receiver and 
furnish it to every possible industry not 
only in its immediate location but through- 
out che United States and elsewhere. 

He particulariy chose Chicago for the es- 
tablishment of a plant on account of its 
meteorological conditions, which favor his 
windmills. 


Average Wind 
in Various Cities. 

Chicago is known throughout the world 
as the Windy Cit'y because of the great 
velocity cf its wind. The government me- 
teorological reports prove this to be true. 
A record is made daily throughout the 
United States and summing up for five suc- 
cessive years, from 18% to 19v0, it is found 
that the average velocity for various cities

Thus Chicago has double the velocity of 
Savannah or St. Paul and 4% miles more 
than Cleveland, which has the next largest 
velocity and is also situated on the great 
lakes. It is calculated that wind velocity 
at 11 miles an hour by a 60-foot wind motor 
would produce 8% horsepower and that 16 
miles an hour by the same size motor 
would produce 264% horsepower, thus giv- 
ing Chicago over three times as much ve- 
locity or wind power as any other city in 
the United States. 

The velocity of the wind may run from 
one to 100 miles per hour, consequently the 
compressing power may not be so great 
some days as others; but if once com- 
pressed into liquid form sufficient air can 
be stored in a 50-cubic foot receptacle, 500 
pounds per square inch, to run the entire 
industry of Chicago and vicinity for at 
least one year. 

When the compressed or liquid air reach- 
es its destination ready to be connected 
with the motors it is heated so as to in- 
crease its vitality and volume and thus its 
capacity for power. It is estimated that 
such reheating increases the power of air 
from about 30 to 35 per cent.

pneumatic tubes: it drains sewers and 
cleans them; it paints the walls of houses; 
it cleans their interior; it opens doors and 
closes them; it drives nails through iron; 
it bores holes and drives carriages; it 
runs elevators and trunk hoists; it plays 
airs and chimes in churches. 

The great cost of storing pneumatic pow- 
er by electricity has been a handicap. 
instance, if one should build his own plant, 
the cost of the storage batteries storing 
2099 horse-power hours would be approxim- 
ately $70,000. But the storage of wind 
power by liquefied air is from 20 to 3% times 
less expensive than the storage of wind 
power by electricity in storage tteries, 

The cost of the storage of 2000 horse- 
power hours by liquefied air would be ap- 
proximately only $3000. Even this small 
sum would -be useless to expend, if it can 
be brought to thé door in a small cylinder 
for ordinary purposes, such as running a 
small stationary engine, elevators, pneu- 
matic mail tubes, and the like, for which 
a pressure of 100 pounds, the same as 1s 
used in the average steam engine, is suf- 
ficient. * 

With the same liquid power sanitary 
drainage of houses and towns may be es 
tablished. In Holland and in Austria, with 
the air that they breathe, they remove 
the refuse from the inhabitants. The dis- 
coevry of this system is regarded as the 
greatest modern invention of sanitary sci- 
ence. It consists in having a number of 
air-tight reservoirs, as many as the sizé 
of the town demands, sunk to sufficient 
depth beneath the surface to prevent freez- 
ing. to which are connected the house 
drains of the town. This tron chamber is at 
certain intervals exhausted of its air, so 
that when valves are opened connecting 
with the drains of the town the pressure 
of the atmosphere forces everything from 
the pipes down into the central reservoir, 
If the number of these is large they may 
all in the same way be emptied by a simi- 
lar process into one central final vault.

‘Industrial oxygen’ may be 
easily suppiied; for when the air is com 
pressed into a liquid form the oxygen sep- 
arates from the hydrogen, and can be 
i d from the receiver. 

e change in metallurgical work on ac- 
count of cheap oxygen will be extraor- 
dinary. It is superior to coal in the work- 
ing of metals, and an immensely greater 
temperature will be obtained by the use of 
“commercial oxygen.”’ 

The practice of chemistry will be greatly 
benefited, and the cost of many chemical 
products will be greatly reduced. 

In time every public building may be sup- 
ge with oxygen pipes, ant “stuffiness 
n schools, factories, churches, and other 
buildings will be unknown. In hospitals it 
will be put into general use. —
